Except on one occasion the 
biggest crowd that ever came to 
town to attend a political gather- 
ing came lai.t Saturday.

The late arrivals were 
forced to remain outside. For 
over two hours Mr. Powers enter- 
tained the big crowd. ('heer 
after clieer echoed thrcngi; th*r 
i-oom and at the close ^ the 
siieech hundreds rushed to shake 
the hand of the candidate. At 
least COO })cople were in town 
from the country, 500 of these 
were perhaps in the Court-room 
and heart! tho speech.
